Compatible color systems

• This VCR uses the 8 mm video format. 

• This VCR plays back in the SP mode (approximately 
1.43 cm/second) and theLP mode (approximately 
0.72 cm/second). The quality of the recorded picture 
in the LP mode, however, will not be as good as that 
in the SP mode.

A tape with its red safety 
tab visible is ejected if you try to record on it.

Power 



The POWER switch does not 
function.

Playback 



The playback picture does not 
appear on the TV screen. 



Make sure the TV is set to the channel for the VCR. If you are using a 
monitor, set it to video input. 



The picture is not clear. 



The video heads are dirty (see below). Clean the video heads using the 
Sony V8-25CLH video head cleaning cassette. If this cleaning cassette 
is not available in your area, have the heads cleaned at your local Sony 
dealer (a standard service charge will be required). Do not use a 
commercially available wet-type cleaning cassette, as it may damage 
the video heads. 

The video heads may have to be replaced. Consult your local Sony 
dealer for more information.
